divides it from Moldavian Ruma- 
nia and the Pruth on the east, and, 
as it ts largely Moldavian in blood 


and language, Rumania has set a 
claim to its 7,000,000 acres of land 
and 2,600,000 people. 

The Rumanian occupation is caus- 
ing deep indignation and unrest, the 
delegates assert. They say the 
Bessarabians are Russians, and will 
never accept Rumanian rule. Kron- 
pensky and Schmidt are urging a 
plebiscite for Bessdrabia, and they 
say that if self-determination were 
confined to the Moldavian element 
only, which constitutes 47 per cent 
of the whole population, the vote 
would be overwhelmingly in favor of 
Russian sovereignty, while naturally 
the other 53 per cent., comprising 
Slave, Greeks, Armenians, Bulga- 
rians and Jews would oppose Ruma- 
nian annexation.

WASHINGTON, March 31.—The 
bonds, bearing interest at 5 per cent., 
was anndunced tonight by the War 
Finance Corporation. The bonds. 
which will be placed on sale Wednes- 
day, will be issued to provide funds 
for railroads and to meet other de- 
mands on the corporation. 

The bonds, which -wilj be the first 
to be issued under the War Finance 
Corporation Act, will be issued in 
denominations of $1000, will mature 
in one year with interest at 5 per 
cent., payable semi-annually, and 
will be practically free from taxes. 
Final details with reference to the 
issue were agreed upon today in 
conferences between Atty.-Gen. 
Palmer and counsel for the corpora- 
tion, and formal announcement of 
the issue was made tonight. 

Receipts from the issue will be 
used by the corporation to provide 
funds for rallroada and to meet other 
demands. Under the law the corpo- 
ration may issue up to $2,100,000,009 
of bonds on the basis of its paid-in 
capital stock. While no bonds, have 
been issued heretofore, advances al- 
ready made and others in prospect 
to railroads bring the corporation 
within sight of possible exhaustion 
of the half-billion dollars authorized 
as original capital. The bonds are 
expected to be purchased largely by 
banks and big business concerns be- 
cause of the interest rate and the 
short term feature. This, War 
Finance Corporation officials believe, 
will minimize the interference of 
the issue with the popular Victory 
Loan campaign. 

The tax exemption features of the 
issue were set forth by the corpora- 
tion as follows: 

The bonds will be exempt from 
State taxation and all local taxa- 
tion and will be exempt from taxa- 
tion by the United States with the 
exception that they will be subject 
to estate or inheritance taxes and 
to surtaxes and excess profits now 
or hereafter imposed by the United 
States upon the income or profits 
of individuals or corporations. But 
another important tax exemption re- 
lating to these bonds is this: that 
the interest on $5006 of these bonds 
owned by any person will be en- 
tirely exempt from all income taxes, 


surtaxes, excess profits or war profits

The posed constitution of the 
League of Nations, unless it be ma- 
terlally amended, will establish the 
Rrfitish Empire in the hegemony of 
the world, as it will destroy the 
Monroe Doctrine. The apoloegtsts for 
the- draft of the constitution, al- 
though they have denied the truth 
of both statements, are driven elab- 
orately to explain away the meaning, 
which the critics of the constitution 
fiud clearly in it, and most notably 
in articles 7, 8 and 19, together with 
the group 12 to 16, inclusive. 

“As each of the high contracting 
parties shall have but one vote,” 
(Art. 2) we must note (Art. 7) that 
“admission to the League of Na- 
tions. . shall be limited to 
fully self-governing countries, in- 
cluding dominions and colonies,” all 
the colonies of all the other colonial 
powers in the world are not half as 
many as those of the Pritish Em- 
pire. Crown colonies and dominions 
included, in this Western Hemis- 
phere alone, there are ten under the 


an ebony parliament, upon the Brit- 


ish model. 

It does not become us to criticise 
those Uritish statesmen who in the 
protection of the British E.upire 
have secured thete prodigious guar- 
antees from us without granting an)- 
thing commensurate in return. Mr. 
Lioyd George has piayeu the wiuning 
hand. 

The advantage thus gained under 
Article VII is buttressed ‘under Ar 
ticle VILI, which provides for a re- 
duction of armaments, “having spe- 
cial regard to the geographical sit- 
vation and circumstances of each 
state.” 
“These limits,” continues Article 
VIII, “when adopted shall not be 
exceeded without the permission of 
the executie® council.” 

BRITISH NAVY, FRENCH, ARMY. 
~~ Does any sensible man doubt that, 
having in view. propinquity to Ger- 
many and their nearness to the seat 
of the present war, France will be 


allotted the greatest military and 
Great Britain the greatest naval 
force in the.world? Then, once 


adopted, there can be no change in 
the relative strength of the powers 
without the consent of those to 
whom has been awarded the right 
to maintain the greatest armaments. 
Thus in perpetuity our ferces would 
be inferior at sea to those of the 
British and oon land to those of 
France. Apologists of the proposed 
censtitution hold that we would 
not havé to accept the quota of 
military or naval strength allotted 
to us. But that is their almost in- 
variable answer to the objecti 
made to other articles. It is a sor 
of “confession and avoidance.” They 
argue that we will not do what we 
are called on to do because we do 
not have to do it. 

Their paradoxical position com- 
ports with that taken by Mr. Pad- 
gett, chairman of the Naval Com- 
mittee, speaking in Congress upon 
the unpublished telegram of the 
President. when he insisted and re- 
peated that the most heavily-armed 
power would carry the greatest 
weight in the League of Nations. 
And what about the freedom of the 
seas, one of the celebrated fourteen 
points which Britain refused to con- 
sider as a basis for negotiations? 
Not a word abont it In the constitu- 
tion. England's sons know how to 
defend her. on sea, in battle and at 
the council table. 

WHAT AFFECTS PEACE? 

In the second article of this se- 
ries, published Sunday, it was point- 
ed out that each power guaranteed 
the territorial integrity of all ihe 
other powers, 
within the sphere of action of the 
world will be dealt with at such 
meetings (of the executive council.)” 
What matters will “affect the peace 
of the world ?’—the exclusion of a 
Japanese from a high schoo! or the 
purchase of a vast ranch on the 
Mexican border by a Japanese syn- 
Gicate?

CATES OF WORLD LEAGUE 
TAKE COMFORT. 


(EXGLASIVE DIMPATCH. } 
WASHINGTON, March 31.—~Both 
factions in the Senate controversy 
over the League of Nations found 
comfort today in the statement given 
cut last night by Elihu Root, for- 
mer Secretary of State, analyzing the 
proposed covenant. 

Senator Hitchcock of Nebraska, 
chairman of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, was pleased with “the 
#trong Commendation Mr. Root gives 
to some of the league's most im- 
portant provisions,” particularly Ar- 
ticle X, pledging signatories to main- 
tain the territorial integrity and po- 
litical independence of members of 
the league. This article has been 
under furious bombardment from 
opposition quarters, 

The Nebraska Senator thought 
Mr. Root was “going too fast" In 
his suggestions for strengthening 
the arbitration provisions the 
league. .He feared Mr. Root’s pro- 
posal was too drastic and would add 
to the difficulty of ratification of the 
covenant in the Senate. 


BORAH IS PLEASED. 
Senator Borah of Idaho, one of 
the foremost opponents of the 


league, was pleased with Mr. Root's 
stend for the prerervatio of the 
Monroe Doctrine. Mr. Root declared 
there never was atime When the 
maintenance of the Monroe Poctrine 
was more essential to the safety of 
America than now. 

“The American people.” Senator 
Borah sald, “will be grateful to Sen- 
ator Root for this clear and covra- 
geous announcement of the true 
American principle.

“The Monroe Doctrine prohibits

The League of Nations 
goes tarther, and is designed to pre- 
vent nations from making forcible 
aggressions anywhere, either in the 
Western Hemisphere or anywhere 
else. If the League of Nations had 
been in exietence 100 years ago, the 
declaration of the Monroe Doctrine 
would not have been necessary. The 
League of Nations agreement is a 
compromise between fourteen na- 
tions: We cannot have everything 
exactly as we want it. No nation 
can. We may not be able to tncor- 
porate the Monroe Doctrine in it. If 
not, let it be omitted. Our notice 
to the world still stands that we will 
regard it as a cause for war if any 
nation attempts forcible aggression 
on the Western Hemisphere. The 
league jis interested in preventing 
war. and tts purpose will naturally 
be to prevent peat such aggressions 
on that account.”

‘KENDRICK URGES LAW 
TO DIVORCE PACKERS. 


SAYS LEGISLATION REQUIRED 
TO CURB CONTROL OVER 
LAVE STOCK INDUSTRY. 


4 (RY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, March $1.—Sena- 
tor Kendrick of Wyoming, who tu- 
troduced a bill at the last session of 
Congress providing for governraent 
regulation of the meat packing in- 
dustry, issued a statement tonight 
opposing the creation of a ‘con- 
ference committee of the live stock 
industry” as has been proposed for 
the adjusting of differences »etween 
the packers, stock raisers and the 
government. He declared a perma- 
nent solution of this situation .could 
not be obtained through the work of 
such a committee. 

“The interests of packer, producer 
and consumer,” said Senato> Ken- 
drick, “may be conserved according 
to my- judgment, only by legisia- 
tion which shall, in the first place, 
remove all grounds for misundei- 
standing and distrust, and in the 
second place, give full publicity to 
all the activities of both the pro- 
ducing and the consuming markets. 

“No cenference committee can 
bring about these results, because no 
conference committee can destroy 
the absolute control which a few 
packers now exert over the stock 
markets on the one hand and the 
distributing systems on the other. It 
is essential that the packers ‘x 
divorced from ownership and con- 
trol of the stockyards and ‘hat thé 
refrigerator car system of the cotin. 
try be placed absolutely at the serv- 
ice of all shippers upon equal terms. 
These reforms may be secured only 


| by legislation.” 


DOCTOR IS CHARGED

A charge of murder against the 
physician growing out of the death 
of a Young woman as the result of 
an unlawful operation was dismissed 
today by Police Judge Matthew 
Prady only a few hours before Dr. 
Northeott was arrested in the Reed 
case. 

The information which led to the 
arrest of Northcott and Miss Cronin 
was said to have come through the 
mails Sunday night in a letter from 
an unnamed automobile driver. 

Miss Reed, @ fraduate nurse of 
Oakland, came to San Francisco 
early this month ona furléugh from 
Fort Riley, Kan., om a visit to friends 
nd relatives. She disappeared 
shortly after her arrival. Nearly a 
week elapsed after the finding of her 
body before it had been identified. 
Police of San Francisco and San Ma- 
teo counties have worked incessant. 
ly on the case, but the arrest today 
was the first that has resulted from 
a country-wide search for persons 
responsible for the young woman's 
death.

There is no Fuel. 


Requisitioned Wood is Solid 


to its Owners. 


High Wages Mean Nothing in 
Russia Now. 
BY FRAZIER HUNT. 
[BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 
(Article Six.) 


PETROGRAD (By Courier to 
Paris) March 30.—Yesterday I told 
how the food is often requisitioned 
by the soviet and then sold to the 
very same people from whom it was 
taken-——at increased prices. Wood 
is handled very much the same. 

Today all Petrograd is cold. The 
great apartment houses which 
bought the wood months ago and 
had piled it nicely away suddenly 
find their precious wood had been 
requisitioned for the governmen? and 
taken away. Then they are able to 
draw wood only on orders and It 
asmall quantitics—a process which is 
very difficult and taxing. This fuel 
question dips into the whole city 
life. The factories are short of 
fuel, electric light, and street car 
plants are almost without fuel. At 
present a desperate attempt is be- 
ing made to solve the problem. 

ALL MUST CUT WOOD. 

By order of the central Moscow 
soviet all peasants living on both 
sides of all reilroads in the north 
for a depth of fifteen miles from the 
track must give their time and horses 
for a period of two weeks to ¢ut- 
ting and hauling wood to the rail- 
road stations. This great supply will 
last some months and will not oniy 
furnish fuel for the locomotives but 
if it can be brought to the eity it 
will eettle the whole question tem- 
porarily. However, at present oniy 
25 per cent. of the locometives are 
running. 

Beginning March 18 all passenger 
service was discontinued until April 
10 so that food and fuel can te 
brought into the city. Ali this ex- 
pensive food and fuel has meant a 
tremendous boost to the cost of 
living. 

HIGH WAGES MEAN NOTHING. 

This in turn meant that the work- 
men have demanded and received, 
higher wages. Today skilled work- 
men in the factories are making 
from 2000 to 4000 rubles a month, 
or as it is figured here, from $200 
to $400. In the old days wages ran 
ns high as $20 a month; now it is 
ten times this. And the laboring 
man has a hard time getting along 


with that. Exeept for the things 
he draws from the government 
stores, everything he purchases 


costs exorbitant prices. 

His labor union co-operatives have 
tried to help but they are ugable to 
get the goods to sell him, so he 
must eo out in the open market 
the same as other citizens. If he 
buys a good pair of shoes he pays 
from $50 to £100 for them. One 
merchant, talking about. prices 
pointed to the ordinary black £0 
cent tle he was werring and said 
he had just paid $7.50 for it. Such 
prices have made all life extremely 
dificult. and today the laboring man 
is not conterted. He was promise’ 
wonderful things-——bread, peace, 
comforts, power—but now he finds 
he ia just as and h=nery as te 
ever war. He discovers that hich 
wages mean nothing when prices 
are up around the stars. 

OUT OF LUCK, IF RICH. 

With part of the 200,000 of the 
second category of the population— 
those with some means—on & basis 
of limited rations for limited physi- 
cal employment, and certainly with 
24,000 of the former rich of the 
third category, these prices even 
cou be forgiven if they could get 
to their bank accounts. But all the 
private banks have been closed. 
Even if a man has 1,000,000 rubles 
he cannot draw more than -$100 a 
month, and only after great difi- 
culties and under special circum- 
stances. 

This has meant that the rich, who 
have not gone to work with their 
hands, or entered some government 
office or the Bolshevist army at a 
sulary of from $100 to $200 a month, 
have had all their personal 
posessions to keep going. 

A once wealthy matron told me 
that to keep a small apartment and 
to set a modest table now costs hor 
$30 a day. This family was tremen- 
dously wealthy once, but now the 
head of the house is the smal! wife 
doing special government workegwhile 
the children spend part of the time 
garnering food and fuel through 
devious ways. 

BRING DOWN RICH. 


All in all, fifty per cent. of the 
time the energy and talk of Petro- 
grad’s 900,000 is taken up with food 
and fuel questions. Women in the 
ears who are strangers to each oth- 
er talk of it. Anyone with a pack- 
axe is eagerly asked if it is food and 
where he gotit. Every day or wesk 
one must spend hours trying to find 
sufficient food to live. 

Those who have no money, wn- 
sold jewels, a job or strength slip 
down and down. Théir faces  be- 
come bluish white and swollen. 
Most of the deaths from starvation 
come from the second and third 
categories. These are the classes 
the government is worrying least 
about. It has systematically tried 
to bring the rich down to the level 
of the poor workers. Their final 
programme is, only he who works 
shall eat. But right now there is 
no work. The factories are closing 
and for the first time during the 
regime of the soviet the question 
of the unemployed is assuming dan- 
gerous proportions. 

VITAL QUESTIONS UNSOLVED. 

The workmen has ‘been given 
many benefits by this gcovernment— 
free theaters, operas and lectures— 
but the solutions of the old ques- 
ilons of food and the comforts have 
not been forthcoming. Right now 
with all his high wages he doesn't 
receive enough to buy adequate 
supplies. He, too, is cold, hupsry 
and discontented. 

He knows the soviet government 
destroeyvd a worm-eaten economic 
etructure. He appreciates how the 
Zreat grain beds of Russia have 
been cut off from the central gov- 
ernment, and if the Allies withdraw 
their support from the White-Guard 

roups in a sh period the Red 
army will contr all Russia and 
gain food supplies. 

With the civil war ended and the 
army demobilized, all the transport 
now used to haul food and muni- 
tions to keep this army gotng will 
be turned to the hauling of food to 
the cities for the hungry and fuel 
and raw materials for the factories. 
All this would go a long wav toward 
settling the discontent of the elty 
workers, These things would answer

LAND DEALS TO | 


COST MILLIONS. 


Taxpayers to be Saddled with 
Huge Obligation. 


Settlement Act Camouflaged 


as Peace Measure. 


Besin 
$3,000,000 from Treasury.

(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

SACRAMENTO, March 31.—While 
the words retrenchment and officien- 
cy are being batted about like baliw 
im a tennis court, the old State ma- 
chine is working stealthily but 
strenuously to put ‘hrough two deals 
in the Legislature that will cost the 
taxpayers the stiff sum of $13,000,- 
000. One is a bond issue for a big 
political land deal known as the 
“Lahd Settlement” Act, the otner is 
a grab of $3,000,000 outright from 
the State treasury to pay damages 
and improve privately owned land 
in the old Sutter basin. 

Both these deals are wholly po- 
litical in their nature. One-third the 
money would come from Southern 
California, but not $1 of benefit 
would accrue co that section. Not 
$1 of the money would be expended 
there, and the land settlement deal 
would act as a bar to land settie- 
ment and reclamation projects in 
Southern California. 

These two deals are without paral- 
lel for chicanery in the political 
history of the State. Two years ago 
there was a tryout on the land colo- 
nization plan, uct to determine 
whether the project was feasible 
from a developinent point of view, 
but to find out whether the people 
of the State would stand for it. At 
that time $260,000 was appropriat- 
ed from the treasury for the Land 
Settlement Commission to invest in 
real estate schemes. 

AFTER DIG STAKES. 


The taxpayers made no murmur, 
so the politicians who engineered 
that deal have grown bolder and 
will try to put over the $10,000,000 
deal. It is risky, of course, but for 
such high stakes some risk must be 
taken. The Breed land grab hag 
been labeled a “reconstrurtion”™ 
project. Its sponsors speak of it 
as though it wece something for the 
returned soldiers. The scheme is to 
have the taxpayors of the State ap- 
prove a bond issue of $19,000,000 
to provide the funds for the Land 
Colonization Commission to buy big 
tracts of land, subdivide them and 
resell to prospective farmers in 
small holdings. 

Imagine the opportunity for loot 
where the political machine divides 
ite forces and one part gets options 
on the land te sell to the other por- 
tion. who are on the Land Settle- 
ment Commission. The more one 
sees of modern political deals in 
Sacramento, the mere one realises 
what petty pikerg Tweed and his 
gang really were. They did net un- 
derstand the first principles of high 
political finance. And they landed 
where the ignorant generally finish 
—behind the bara. 

But the politicans do things bet- 
ter in Sacraments. A clique could 
get options on land for $100,000 and 
sell it to the State for $300,000 and 
still keep strictly within the letter 
of the law. 

BILL IS CAMOUFLAGED. 


What the commission would do 
with the land afterwards ig inex- 
plicable, but that has nothing to do 
with the land purchase part of the 
deal. All the talk about reconstruc- 
tion appears to be so much camou- 
fage. The bond money would not de 
available for two years. The rec- 
lamation and subdivision would con- 
sume at least two years more. By 
that time the returned soldiers will 
either have other jobs or will have 
perished of starvation. By the timc 
four years passes the reconstruction 
period will be ended. Letting the 
returned soldiers wait for thet would, 
be tantamount to letting the cali 
étarve while the grass is growing. 

But do not imagine the plan is tm 
possible because it ig itapracticable. 
The Breed bil] calling a special elsc- 
tion to ratify the $10,000,000 bond 
issue for land settiement has already 
passed the Senate and is assured of 
a favorable recommendation from 
the Assembly Committee to whic’: 
it is referred. 

Equally indefens'ble is the pro- 
posal to take $3,000,000 from the 
treasury to reclaim iand and pay for 
damages done by tlood water in the 
Sutter basin. The money la to de 
taken from the Stte treasury direct 
in $200,000 lots. That deal will not 
go before the people in the form 
of a bond issue for it would te cer- 
tain to be beaten. 

NO STATE BENEFIT. 

The State does not get an arie of 
land for that expenditure, It s.ciply 
pays bills that shuuid be paid by tie 
owners of the adjacent property. The 
State has already paid out nea;ly 
$1,000,000 for purely private § im- 
provements in and adjacent tv the 
Sutter basin. The whole story of 
that deal is one of sordid legalizeu 
graft. 

Private parties have cleaned up 
hundreds of thousands of dollars by 
reason of the State's liberality. A 
coterie of Sacramento bankers anc 
politicians have grown woalthy 
through it. Recently the Sutter 
county grand jury sought to indict 
the State Re@lamation Board for the 
part it played in the deal. Finding 
it could not indict a State commis- 
sion the grand ‘tury recommended 
to the Gevernor that he remove the 
whole board for serving the Armour 
interests in place of the State. 

The grand jury tound thatthe 
Reclamation Board had caused a by- 
pass for flood waters to be con- 
structed on high groeund at a great- 
ly increased expense in order that 
the low land might be reclaimed ‘v 
private land corporations. Bvoin 
Former Gov. Jonnson’s private sec- 
retaries secure holdings in the 
basin, as did scores of other poli- 
ticlans. When the ty-pags wae built 
to protect the lowland it caused the 
flooding of more ‘than 25,000 acres 
of improved lands that had not been 
under water for fifty years—nvi 
since the valley was settied. 


JOHNSON 18 ACCUBED. 


These improved iands are now un- 
der water and the cwners are suing 
the Armour interests and other in- 
teresia for damuses. Even formei 
Gov. Johnson iz eccused nere of 
playling double, He signed the bilis 
changing the route of the 5y/-pass 
and declined to ‘nterfere with the 
Reclamation Commission, whesc 
members he appointed.

iNOTED TURF MEN 


DIE SAME DAY. 


W. P. Maxwell Oldest Horse 
Racer in America. 


Col. W. H. Fenchler Founded 
Juarez Jockey Club. 


Both had been Retired from 


Business for Years. 


The deaths on Sunday of twb fa- 
mous figures in the horse-racing 
world of a few years ago was &n- 
nounced yesterday. One was that of 
W. P. Maxwell, the oldest turfman in 
America, and perhaps in the world; 
the other, that of Col. William H. 
Fenchler, first treasurer and one of 
the founders of the Jockey Club of 
Juarez, Mex. 

Mr. Maxwell, who was 86 years 
old, died at San Diego, and is sur- 
vived by a widow and a son, Willard. 
Funeral] services will be held at that 
city this afternoon. Col. Fenchier 
was 60 years old. He had been in 
ill health for several years and re- 
cently came from E! Paso, Tex., his 
home, to Santa Monica, where he 


died tn the Loamshire Hospital. Fu- 
neral services will be held at & 
o’clock tomorrow afternoon et Ingle- 
wook Park Cemetery. 

Mr. Maxwell, who was born in the 
Past, raced horses there almost from 
boyhood, and in 1851 brought « 
string to California, being one of the 
pioneers of racing in this State. 


Aside from training and owning 
ho he was widely known as & 
track builder, and constructed a 


score or more of tracks in this coun- 


try and Mexico. 

Known throughout the racing 
world, he practically retired from ft 
with the death of racing at Emery- 
ville, his activity for several years 
up to that time being as trainer of 
the Lawrence & Comstock breeding 
farm. Rey Hindoo was one of his 
spectacular dprinters. His last track 
building was thet of the Exposition 
track at San Francisco. 

During the last decade Mr. Max- 
well called San Diego his home, and 
most of his time was spent there. 
Despite his fame in racing circles, he 
came to straitened circunistances in 
late years since the ban on horse rac- 
ing in California, and in his final 
iiness was compelled to go to the 
County Hospital for treatment. It 
was there that he died.

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MARY TRICKERY. 

The conscientious members of the 
Legisiature from Southern California have 
failed tn their efforts to secure the enact- 
ment of an honest and equitable direct pri- 
mary law. The State machine has again 
triumphed over a valorous but unorganized 
opposition. Pledges made by Gov. Stephens 
while a candidate for office respecting an 
amended primary law have been evaded, 
not fulfilled. The Breed act amends the 
present law; but the amendment made is 
not In the interest of good government. 

Assemblyman Carter of Los Angeles 
lashed the administrationlabor union 
férces unmerctfully during the last day of 
debate. He told them that a thing which 
is made a felony in nearly every State of 
the Union they were writing Into the law; 
and reminded them that the stain of mur- 
der, theft or fraud cannot be removed by 
legislation. 

“Re-enactine a law that permits an I. 
W.W. or a Bolshevik to run on a Demo- 
cratic or Republican ticket without reveal- 
ing his political identity.” charged Mr. 
Carter, “is placing a premium on chicanery 
and fraud.” Assemblyman White of Los 
Angeles introduced an amendment provid- 
ing that the party registration of each can- 
didate should appear on the primary bal- 
lot after his name. This° amendment of- 
fered a fair test of the sincerity of the 
administration in relation to a fair primary 
law. Under the Breed Act a voter can re- 
ceive at the voting booth only the primary 
ballot of fie party named on his registra- 
tion blank. On that ballot the names of 
the candidates appear in alphabetical order. 
But there is nothing to show to what party 
any candidate belongs. 

Asserting that the primary ballot is in- 
tended for the information and convenience 
of the voter, the genuine Republicans urged 
that the party registration of each can- 
didate should follow hig name. The justice 
of such a provision is self-evident. In the 
last election a number of radicals in Cali- 
fornia registered as Bolsheviki.. Any one 
of these can get his name printed on a Re- 
publican primary ballot simply by circu- 
lating a petition and securing a few signa- 
tures. His name then appears in the Re- 
publican list, with nothing to reveal his 
real party affiliation. 

No member of the administration forces 
attempted to justify on the floor of either 
House the refusal of the administration to 
permit the candidate's party affiliation to ap- 
pear on the ballot. Their floor leader in 
the Senate said that most of the electors 
knew from other sources the party affilia- 
tion of the candidates before they went to 
vote. But if the registration were placed 
on the ballot then everyone would know, 
Concealing the registration to trap the 
ignorant and the unwary is a vile political 
trick, such as is resorted to only by the 
most unscrupulous politicians, 

In two fundamental features the Breed 
act is absolutely indefensible. It permits 
the candidates of one party to run on the 
ticket of another party without revealing 
their political identity. This is simple non- 
partisanism, another form of the 1915 non- 
partisan act that was beaten by the vote of 
the people of California in a referendum 
election. It permits the candidates of the 
party to write the party platform, barring 
from the party convention all but the suc- 
cessful primary candidates. This makes 
the platform not an expression of principle 
by the membership of the party at large, 
but a mere device of candidates to catch 
votes. The object of this provision, too, is 
apparent. It is a palpable trick to make 
the members of a party disgusted with 
party platforms and prepare them for non- 
partisanship in State elections. 

When Gov. Boyle of Nevada was in Sac- 
ramento earlier in the week he told the 
members of the Legislature frankly and 
freely that the primary bill was a vehicle 
for the canveyance of fraud. 

“A candidate can have but one party and 
one ticket in our State,” he said. “We fight 
and vote square in Nevada.” The alleged 


| 


Republican party in California has 
fallen low indeed when a pretended 
Republican majority in the Legisla- 
ture passes primary Dills that even 
the Democracy of Nevada can hold 
up to scorn. 

But it is the present primary law 
that makes such a selection of near- 
Republicans possible. There was 
but a single Republican in the whole 
Assembly, not affiliated at some time 
in his political career with the Pro- 
gressive or Democratic party, who 
voted against the Republican amend- 
ments to the Breed bill. That was 
Doran of San Diego. Doran has a 
bill in the Legislature classifying 
cotton-tail rabbits as predatory ant- 
mals. The Governor vetoed that 
bill two years ago and Doran is more 
interested in its enactment this year 
than in an honest primary. 

There the reports from Sacramen- 
to that independent members of the 
Legislature will hold a conference 
before adjournmént and consider 
plans to call an unofficial bi-party 
State convention for the purpose of 
drafting an honest primary bill for 
submission to the voters through in- 
itiatory legislation. The Times fs 
opposed to direct legislation on prin- 
ciple: but we confess that if Cali- 
fornia cannot improve on the Legis- 
latures of the last eight years the 
time is approaching when the Legis- 
lature itself must be abandoned as a 
one-time institution that has ceased 
to function.

In one paragraph tbe ex-Kalser 
wags his head with foreboding as to 
what will happen in the world if ft 
is deprived of the magnificent Ger- 
man discipline; in the next he says 
that Edith Cavell was executed be- 
cause a German general got so full 
of booze he didn't know what he 
Was doing. 

England, he says, would never 
have been in the war at all except 
that Russia dragged her in. In an- 
other place in the interview he says 
that England was preparing to in- 
vade Germany; thats why the Huns 
had to invade Belgium themselves. 

The German Foreign Office hag a 
great quantity of “bull” on hand in 
the form of pamphlets providing the 
German government with an alibi 
for every evil deed in their record. 
Tt looks very much as though Wil- 
helm had been reading some of it 
and got the books mixed. He's all 
wrong. He is using the Austrian 
alibis for the German, and the Eng- 
lish fOr the French. 

As. for instance, when he says the 
Lusitania was sunk as revenge be- 
cause the English were trying to 
starve the German babies.

Wrestler Prepared to Meet 
Japanese Star. 


Title of “Bone Crusher” Now 
Belongs to Him. 


Match on Thursday Should be 
a Wonder. 


Ted Thye, the bone crusher, close 
contender for Walter Miller's mid- 
Gleweight championship title and 
opponent of Prof. Ito, arrived in 
town -yesterday per schedule and 
donned his jiu-jitsu Breakfast jacket 
for a light workout at noon and 
again last evening. Be it known to 
ali the world that the fearless grap- 
pler from the Northwest is ready 
for the gong to clang and thus start 
his finish match with Ito next Thurs- 
day evening at the Los Angeles Ath- 
letic Club. 

In referring to Thye as a bone 
crusher, let it be said that he at- 
tained this cognomen last night dur- 
ing his match with Fred Lay at 
Chico. According to the agreement 
with the Chico officials, Thye was to 
meet a Greek by the name of Gus 
Alex, but for reasons best known to 
Alex, Bay was substituted. Just be- 
fore the m@n were brought to the 
center of the ring, Alex offered to 
meet the winner for anything meas- 
ured in the coin of the realm rang- 
ing from one buck to $1000 big 
money. 

Though Thye realized that the 
man that faced him in the ring was 
not Alex, his scheduled opponent, 
and due to the fact that he did not 
wish to disappoint the crowd, Bay, 
weighing in the neighborhood of 185 
pounds, did not intimidate the in- 
trepid Portland wrestier, ang the 
bout was started. ae 

After one and one-half minutes of 
feeling out, Thye whipped a wicked 
wristiock on his husky opponent, and 
both men went to the mat with a 
crash. Knowing full well that if he 
put more leverage on the hold he 
would break Bay's arm, Thye sim- 
ply set himeelf, with the result that 
Bay attempted to tear behind him, 
which snapped the. bone in his 
forearm. Despite the injury, Bay 
kept tearing in, and finally Thye 
pinned the latter's shoulders to the 
mat, using a body sciusors. Think- 
ing that the match was over and 
that Bay would not attempt to re- 
enter the ring with a broken arm, 
Thye was ready to don his street 
apparel, but was called for the sec- 
ond fail. 

To quote Thye, “When I faced my 
adversary I completely lost heart 
and did not desire going on for the 
second fall, but Bay was ready to 
go, and the match was resumed. Not 
once during the remainder of the 
bout did I touch his injured member, 
and finally I succeeded in getting 
him te the mat, immediately slap- 
ping on a crotch scissors, which gave 
me the match. 

“In due respect to Bay, I want to 
State that I never was confronted 
by a gamer man in all my experience 
ag @ Wrestler, and never want to fin- 
ish a match with a man suffering 
from a broker arm, as Bay must 
Not once did he so much as 
murmur or show any signs of pain; 
on the contrary, he kept tearing in 
like an @nraged bull. It was the 
greatest exhibition of grit that I 
have ever witnessed or heard of. I 
might conclude by remarking that @ 
thorough search of the city of Chito 
failed to locate Alex.” 

Since his match here with Mike 
Yokel, some time ago, Thye has been 
pretty busy. Recently he met and 
Frank MeCarrol in Port- 
land, taking two falls in forty-one 
minutes. 

Getting back to the Thye-Ito en- 
counter, both men are in the best of 
trim, and the Los Angeles sporting 
public will have an opportunity to 
see one of the greatest and most ex- 
citing wrestling matches staged in 
these parts in many a day. The fact 
that the bout will go to a finish gives 
sufficient insurance that it will be 
exceedingly rough and full of 
thrillie—and that’s what the fans

New Revenue Law, Effective 
Today, Provides Levy on 


All Admissions. 


The new revenue law, in re- 
spect to admissions, effective 
today, hits the 56-cent thea- 
ters. The law imposes a tax 
of 1 cent for each 10 cents or 
fraction thereof charged for 
admission. This means that 
each purchaser of a 5-cent ad- 
mission must also pay 1 cent 
tax. 

The tax must also be collect- 
ed wjth all admissions sold to 
places of amusement, rides, 

tec.. on pliers and in public 
parks. Such places have been 
exempt heretofore. 

The tax must be pald on a 
free admission as wejl as on 
one for which a charge is 
made. Bona fide employees, 
municipal officers on official 
persons in the mill- 
ta or naval forces of the 
States, when in uni- 
form, and children under 12 
years of age, when admitted 
free need pay no tax.

With one exception, the financtfal 
record hung up by Collector Carter 
of the Sixth Internal Revenue Dis- 
trict, eat the close of the March busi- 
ness, last night, was the largest In 
the history of the office. 

The grand total of receipts on ac- 
count of the income and floor taxes 
and from miscellaneous sources was 
$12,154,417.37. Of this immense 
amount, it ie estimated that $11,500,- 
009 came from income tax alone, 

The one exception when the col- 
lectiong were larger was in June, 
1918, when they reached the high 
peak of $14,261,025.08. Of that 
amount $13,503,612.66 were on ac- 
count of the Income tax alone, and 
the collections covered all of the 
tates due during 1917. 

The collections for February, 191%, 
amounted to $997.674.23, and itn 
March last year were $1,438,104 .91 

The March receipts of the Los An- 
geles postoffice amounted to §26%,- 
798.94, showing a loas of $6635.57, 
compared with the corresponding 
month of 1918, when the figures were 
$276,434.51 The receipts for Feb- 
ruary, 1919, were $283,003.94. 

The receipts during the month of
